“spineless cactus,’ which will be a very 
valuable forage plant in the desert regions, 
and it is claimed that it will make ‘the 
desert place blossom as the rose’’ with its 
vegetat*on. 

it is said to be a great improvement over 
the ordinary cactus, and is about half as 
nutritious as alfalfa. The yield in tons 
to the acre is greater. 

It has taken Mr. Burbank ten yearns to 
bring the cactus to the state of perfection 
in which he has it today, and now, by a 
series of crossings and recrossings of dif- 
ferent varicties from different parts of the 
world, he is aiming to make the plant 
hardier and produce more fruit and leaves 
He has at his experimental grounds here 
specimens of this cactus which he has 
robbed of thorns, having brougi:t the 
thorny leaves to a state of perfection in 
which a man can rub tbe leaf over his 
face, and the surface of the leaf is found 
to be as soft as saiik. 

With his accustomed absence of ostenta- 
tion, Burbank has worked quietly in pro- 
ducing this creation, which is world-wide 
in its importance. The lant will grow 
gp ad mene y on the driest desert, where rain 
8 infrequent. In this and other countries 
its leaves and fruit are food for man and 
beast alike, and it will mean to some 
sections of the world more than the intro- 
duction of the potato was to Burpoe.

ing water, a method as simple and inex- 
pensive as it is valuable. 

Biue vitriol, or copper sulphate, mingling 
with polluted water in the ratio of one 
part of the former to several million parts 
of the latter, is the remedy for the ills of 
a tainted watre supply. In the current Cen- 
tury Magazine the process is described at 
considerable length by Mr. G. H. Groeve- 
nor. 


One-half of the poqgmulation of civilized 
countries depends on stored water for its 
supply. Not only is there always great 
danger of disease from contamination, but 
even when serious danger is not present 
there is a disagreeable stench apt to de- 
velop in reservoir water, especially in the 
summer months. 

“At times the odor has been so bad that 
the authorities have dragged the bottom 
of the reservoir for a dead body, or have 
been obliged to shut off the supply for 
months at a time.’’ 

The stench is caused py vegetable mat- 
ter (algae) which enters quiescent water 
in some inexplicable way. These organisms 
mrultiply at an astanishing rate. “If the 
water is absolutely quiet they are not of- 
fensive, but when the water becomes dis- 
turbed by pumping or being drawn off, 
tiny gacs of oi] are broken and the foul 
smell begins.'’” Many experiments have 
been made for ridding water suppiles of 
these algae, but nothing effective was dis- 
covered until the department of agriculture 
hit upon the plan of using gopper sul- 


was completely cured of its disagreeable 
si cll and taste in three days. The algae 
were so dense that a strong dose of 
the medicine was administered—one part 
blue vitriol to 4,000,000 parts of water. The 
cost of the medicine was $12.50. Mr. Groe 
venor says: ‘The town, which had been 
spending thousands of dollars each year 
ineffectualy, has had no further trouble.” 


While the copper sulphate kills the al- 
gae and other germs residem in the wa- 
ter it imparts no poison that will endan- 
ger human life. There is more copper in 
&@ oan of peas than in 330 gallons of water 
that has been sterilized by the strongest 
doge of copper sulphate necessary to de- 
etroy algae and disease germs. 

The announcemém of the copper cure 
has brought to light many incidents from 
the past which tend to confirm its valid- 
ity. The unwitting use of blue vitriol dur- 
ing an epidemic of cholera in the city of 
Indianapolis stopped the further ravages 
of the plague. During the last visitation 
of cholera in Massachusetts the employes 
of the Revere copper works were immune. 
It is claimed now that the old-time cop- 
per bottom tea kettle was a preventive 
many of the intestinal diseases more com- 
mon now than former'y. 


It ls believed that the use of copper sul- 
phate at the origin of water supplies, 
whether reservoirs or rivers, will keep the 
water constantly pure. The infection of 
milk can be prevented by the use of cop- 
per. The method of applying the new dis- 
iInfectant to all the sources of typhoid and 
Cholera germs has not been worked out, 
but it is safe to say, as, indeed Mr. Gros- 
venor asserts, that a successful remedy 
has been found. Hereafter the inhabitants 
of towns and cities can be protected from 
the dangers of an infected water supply 
by a simple and inexpensive application 
of copper sulphate.

“The Man on the Box.” 


For the sake of being near the girl you 
loved, after having grieviously offended 
by kissing her in the masquerade of a 
coachman, would you take service th 
her father in that capacity? Especially if 
you were wealthy, a West Point graduate, 
your sister_the girl's dearest friend and 
yourself well known in the city where you 
became coachman? 

This is what Mr. Harold McGrath's lat- 
est hero does in “The Man on the Box,” 
(Bobbs-Merrill Co., Indianapolis), and he 
gets tangled up in such a web of comedy 
that we forget to question the: possible 
“realness” of such an adventure. The 
scene is laid in Washington, the hero of 
the story is the pranksome Robert War- 
burton, temporarily known as James Os- 
borne, the heroine is pretty Betty Annes- 
ley, daughter of a retired army officer, 
and a lot of distinguished people figure in 
the cast. 

“Bob"’ Warburton ‘has undertaken to 
play a joke on his sister by masquerading 
as a coachman and kissing her when he 
opens the carriage door at home after a 
Cabinet reception. Lucklessly, however, 
he mounts the box of the wrong carriage. 
drives the wrong woman home, kisses 
her—and he loves her and was about to 
meet her in his proper person—and from 
this untoward incident arise all his trou- 
Arraigned in a Washington police 
‘ourt, his fine paid by the girl he kissed, 
an offer made him to take service in her 
father’s stable, his mischievious soul yields 
to the temptation and thus is Mr. Mc- 
Grath's story made. 

It is a swifty moving, well told story, 
entertaining that you accept its absurdities 
‘or sheer amusement'’s sake and follow the 
fortunes, laughing. to the close. 
is evidently all the author asks for 
his work—he tells bis tale in a nonchalant 
sort of way, as if he doesn't care a rap 
whether you take it seriously or not, and 
nresents its most !mpossible inckdemts as 
calmly as if they were ordinary happen- 
ngs. The situations are distinctly funny, 
the fact that Mr. McGrath, near the 
story’s end falls into the error of senous- 
ly introducing melodrama into such a tale 
s funnier still and all together one can get 
1 rood evening’s enjoyment from the book.

They 
should be conservators of the peace in the 
truest sense and their duty to the public 
above their obligation to any organisa- 
tion. 

“T intend to use every endeavor to make 
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far as practicable, on all questions, ana 
local option on tax valuations for loca! 
purposes, 

“With few exceptions, however, new 
laws aro not needed as much as r¢.orm 
In the administration of the law we have. 
There has been too much tampering with 
the laws-in the effort to correct wrongs 
that do not arise from the infirmity of the 
laws, but from the feebleness of their exe- 
cution. An imperfect law. well adminis- 
tered, is far- preferable to a perfect law 
badly carried out. The law is merely a 
weapon in the hands of officials. Without 
officials laws would be as useless as can- 
non in war without men. Good govern- 
ment depends more upon’ the man behind 
the law than on the law itself. 

“Public sentiment should demand the 
enforcement of all laws on the statute 
books, Disregard of one law breeds dis- 
respect of all law. If the law be bad the 
remedy is to repeal, not to ignore. Good 
men will observe even bad laws, but bad 
men will Oreak even good laws. It should 
be so that all men, good and bad, be com- 
pelled to keep all law, good and bad, be- 
cause it is the law. 

“Civic evils cannot exist if the public 
conscience is aroused. Indeed, near'y all 
public wrongs grow out of the indifference 
of the people. There are many who thrill 
with the patriotic fervor at the thought of 
going to war and risking their lives for 
their country, but who forgot to vote on 
election day. The patriotism of peace is 
just as necessary as the patriotism of 
war. Plenty of men will die for their 
country, but the man who will live for his 
city and state every day is the man good 
government needs, 

“You business men pay too little atten- 
tion to public affairs; not a dozen in all 
the city of St. Louls usually vote at the 
primaries. You forget that you are stock- 
holders in the city of St. Louls; that this 
is a corporation, in which each citizen has 
a share. It is the most important cor- 
poration with which any of you are con- 
nected. I dare say you give more time to 
the smallest corporation in which you 
have stock than you'do to the affairs of 
St. Louls. You are so busy with business 
that you leave this important duty to 
others, with the result that the selection 
of those who represent you is often made 
by undesirable elements, 


“When bad men get a bad man !n office 
they support him in all the evil he does. 
Bad men are united; good men are divided. 
That is the chief cause of corruption in 
our American municipalities. If good citi- 
zens would join hands in patriotic endeavor 
the bad could not control anything, for 
they constitute but a small proportion of 
the entire population. Good citizens should 
demand that corrupt men be excluded as 
far as possible from all party councils 
and condemn the party that harbors them. 

“While I believe in political parties (for 
without them popular government could not 
exist), I do not think the interests of any 
party can ever be paramount to the wel- 
fare of the city and state. If the Demo- 
cratic party in the coming election in St. 
Louis takes corrupt influences under its 
wing, then it should be defeated. If the 
Democratic party repudiates this element, 
and the Republican party takes it up, then 
the Republican party should. be burled un- 
der an avalanche of honest votes. It 
would be a triumph of good government if 
both parties would scourge this element 
from their ranks. Then the corrupt men 
would be shorn of their power, for it is by 
working on party prejudices that they are 
enabled to accomplish their ends. 

“If you will organize e@ municipal voters’ 
league, and assert yourselves, you will 
compel political parties to lsten to you, 
and not to the corrupt element. Put your- 
selves behind good officials and in front of 
every bad official, and then the corroding 
forces of corruption will vanish like evi] 
spirits at the dawn of day 

“St. Louis has just closed the greatest 
World’s Fair in history, brought to its full 
glory by the master mind that directed its 
destinies from the hour of Inception. The 
people are mindful not only of this, but of 
the complete excellence with which the 
city administration has met the enlarged 
duties of the World's Fair period; and 
they are now looking forward to a time 
not far distant when 1,000,000 Inhabitants 
shall be within the city’s gates. 

“Every good citizen wil do his part in 
bringing about this result, but do not for- 
get, in the prospects of the future, the 
dark days of the past; how venality ran 
rampant in the Muniolpal Assembly and 
drove countless enterprises away from the 
city; how franchises of inestimable value 
were given away for bribe money to go 
into the itching palms of the pubDilc pilfer- 
ers; and how the law-abiding people of 
St. -Louls, after three years’ DdDattle with 
corruptionists, have overcome them. 

“Ts allow our civic affairs to lapse back 
into the corrupt ways of other days would 
be criminal and would do St. Louis more 
harm than any pestilence or calamity that 
could occur. St. Louis is now freed from 
the chains of corruption. You men of St. 
Louls must eee to it that the chains are 
not riveted on egain, and uniess you are 
careful they will de. 

‘There is constant conflict between evi 
and good, and evil must always be fought 
against, else the good wi be overcome. 
The useful grain the farmef? sows does not 
grow by chance, but must be cared for 
and protected; while the thistle, sown by 
chance, cared for by accident, will flourish 
anywhere; #0* good government does not 
exist by accident; the seeds must be sown 
and the plant nurtured and defended, else 
the weeds of corruption will choke it out. 

“In order to acquire the growth we all 
want St. Louls to have, the evil element 
must be held in subjection. A glorious 
destiny awaits St. Louis, but the true 
greatness of a city cannot be measured by 
material triumphs alone, for without moral 
elevation, meterial advancement can only 
be temporary. Let Bt. Louls be disin- 
guished as no other city is distinguished— 
for good government, and all things ¢.se 
will bo added to make her the foremost 


city of America.”
